Plainly calling for "spartan liv­ 
ing” for the du ration, President 
Roosevelt today laid a seven-point 
anti-inflation

before 
Congress 
embracing 
increased 
taxes,

savings, price 
ceilings, the rationing of all es­ 
sential commodities where short­ 
ages 
exist, and a 
prohibition 
again st an y n et incomes in excess 
of $25,000 a year. 
In a 
special message 
to Con­ 
gress on the “cost of living” for 
a nation at war, Mr. Roosevelt 
proposed: 
1. "Heavy taxation to keep per­ 
sonal and corporate profits at a 
“reasonable 
rate, the word 
‘rea­ 
sonable’ being defined a t a low 
level.” 
2. "Fix ceilings on the prices 
which consu mers, retailers, whole­ 
salers and man u factu rers for th* 
things they bu y; and man u fact­ 
u rers 
pay for 
the things 
they 
bu y; and 
ceilings on 
ren ts for 
dwellings in all areas affected by 
w'ar indu stries. 
3. "Stabilize the remu neratiq n 
received by Individu als for their 
work. 
4. "Stabilize the prices received 
by growers for the produ cts of 
their lands, 
5. "Encou rage 
all 
citizens to 
contribu te to the cost of winning 
this w-ar by pu rchasing war bonds 
with 
their earnings instead 
of 
u sing those earnings to bu y arti­ 
cles which are not essential. 
6. “Ration all essential commo­ 
dities of which there is a scarcity, 
so that they may be distribu ted 
fairly among consu mers and not 
merely in accordance with finan­ 
cial ability to pay high prices for 
them. 
7. "Discou rage 
credit 
and in­ 
stalmen t bu ying, and encou rage 
the paying 
off of 
debts, mort­ 
gages, and other obligations; for 
this promotes savings, retards ex­ 
cessive bu ying and adds to the 
amou nt available to the credits 
for the pu rchase of war bonds. 
On Salary Su bject 
On the su bject of large salaries, 
the President said: 
“ ... .N o American citizen ou ght 
to have a net income, after he 
has paid his taxes, of more than 
$25,000 a year. 
"It is indefensible 
th at 
those 
who enjoy large 
incomes 
from 
state and local secu rities shou ld 
be immu ne from taxation while 
we are at war. In terest on su ch 
secu rities 
shou ld be su bject 
at 
at least to su rtaxes. 
"I earnestly hope that the Con­ 
gress will pass a new' tax bill at 
the

possible. 
Su ch action is imperative in th* 
comprehensive

time is of the essence.”

Obstetricians have been saying 
for some years that it is not neces­ 
sary to o bse n e the old slogan th a t 
the p rosp ective mother m ust "eat 
for two." This, however, ap p lies 
more to the up p er income group s 
where it is quite p ossible th at the 
mother attem p ting to increase the 
nutritional needs of the condition 
becomes overweight, which may 
lead to p erm anent obesity. 
There is no doubt th a t p reg- 
rancy imp oses certain ex tra n utri­ 
tional demands on the m other’s or­ 
ganism, but it ap p ears from a 
number of careful studies th a t 
this ap p lies to the quality rath er 
than the quan t:ty o? food. 
In Philadelp hia it was found 
th at the mothers of congenitally 
deformed children had marked de­ 
ficiencies in the way of p rotective 
foods in the diet. In a district in 
M aryland it was found th a t twenty 
p er cent of p renatal cases showed 
anemia on a food intake of which 
the main articles were p ork, white 
bread, p otatoes, corn syrup and 
dr+ad beans. 
Milk, butter, eggs, 
graen vegetables aasd fruit were 
notably absent from the diet. 
In p renatal cases studied in Bos­ 
ton « t wx a noted th a t only one- 
fifth met the op timal requirements 
for calcium and none had an es­ 
sential p rotein intake. 
This is 
largely due to ignorance because 
the recommended diets of p ublic 
health authorities can be sup p lied 
on a very moderate wage scale. 
Dicta of Ex p ectant Mothers 


Dr, Philip F. Williams, of Phila* 
dclp hia, studied the diet« of 514 
ex p ectant mother* and judged th a t 
only 10 could be termed good; 209, 
fair, and 295, p oor. Moat of these 
women were of a quite good eco­ 
nomic status. They were chosen 
from the p renatal clinics of the 
Jewish 
Hosp ital, 
Presbyterian 
Hosp ital 
and 
the 
Philadelp hia 


General Hosp ital and a number 
were from the p rivate p ractices of 
three Philadelp hia obstetricians. 
The total caloric, starch and fa t 
intakes were unaffected by income. 
The intakes of vitamins A, B, C, 
etc., rose with the income. Protein, 
calcium and iron showed a slight 
rise with increased income. 
This is obviously a m atter of 
ignorance and p oor selection of 
food rather than economic status. 
The recommendations of various 
p ublic health group s show th a t 
the 
p rosp ective 
mother 
should 
have about the following diet 
figures: p rotein, 85 gram s; cal­ 
ories, 2,500; calcium, 1V6 g ram s; 
iron, from 15 to 20 m illigram s; vi­ 
tamin A, 6,000 units; vitamin B, 
600 units; vitamin C, 100 units; 
vitamin D, 400 to 800 units; vi­ 
tamin G, 2 % units. 
This simp ly means th a t the 
p rosp ective mother, instead of fill­ 
ing up on » larches and sweets, 
should stick to the gold-standard 
requirements of the National Re­ 
search Council and this means get­ 
ting a good daily sup p ly of milk, 
butter, eggs, green 
vegetables, 
fruit and meat. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
G. P .:— Does a gall bladder 
which has a stone in it and which 
i* not functioning give gas? Would 
a diet help this condition or is an 
op eration advisable? 
A nsw er: The kind of gall blad­ 
der you describe is very likely to 
cause gas and bloating. The die­ 
ta ry treatm ent of this condition 
consists of avoidance of fats. An 
op eration is a satisfactory way to 
term inate the symp toms if they be­ 
come sufficiently troublesome to 
justify this measure. 


F. J. M .:—Could you tell me 
whether or not tangerines are 
equal in vitamins to oranges. 
A nsw er: 
Tangerines 
have a 
ration of 700 units of vitamin C 
to oranges 760; tangerines have a 
ratio of 305 units of vitamin A to 
oranges 65; tangerines have a 
ratio of about 30 units of vitamin 
B 1 to oranges 26.

~“HE WAH started with Germany's in­ 
vasion of Poland. 
Most of us think 
that the 
Poles 
collapsed almost " ithout 
fighting, so overwhelming was the Ger­ 
man superiority. 
Stalan Kleczkowski, an 
exiled Polish patriot, has just pointed out 
that that does not state the case correctly. 
Poland held out for five weeks against 
Hitler. 
France did not do so well. 
The 
Dutch lasted less than a week. These fail­ 
ures show that the Poles did better than 
anyone had a right to expect. 
They did more than that. They threw 
Germany off her schedule. 
By throwing 
in 39 divisions 
of infantry, 
cavalry, air 
force and motorized units, Poland blunted 
the first thrust of the German attack, caus­ 
ing Hitler serious losses in man power and 
equipment. 
These gave France and Eng­ 
land eight months to 
prepare for their 
turn. 
France wasted a golden opportun­ 
ity. 
England put it to use. 
The English 
resistance in the famous Battle of Britain 
in September, 1940, would never have suc­ 
ceeded without the time for preparation 
that Poland made possible. 
Supposing the Poles had 
not fought, 
had let Hitler have his way without fight­ 
ing as he did in Australia and Czechoslo­ 
vakia. 
They would have been destroyed 
just the same. 
Their 
armies and equip­ 
ment would have become Germany’s war 
booty and would have been used against 
France and England, 
just 
as Rumania’s 
forces are now being used against Russia. 
Polish resistance spoiled all this. 
In the last war 
Belgian resistance at 
Liege is thought to have delayed the Ger­ 
mans long enough to make them lose the 
battle of the Marne, and eventually the 
war. 
Perhaps Poland will, in this respect, 
rank as this w ars Belgium.

The net result of that survey is that,

Most of

Most of them, even including 
I staunch Democrats, are considerably m iff­ 
ed with Roosevelt, but most of them, even 
including staunch Republicans, are will­ 
ing to play along with Roosevelt during 
the war.

Nutritional Needs of 
Prospective Mothers 


By I-OGAN CLENDENING. M. IX 
WE HAVE recently studied the 
work of a Canadian philanthropist 
who, in a certain district in Can­ 
ada, provided for entirely adequate 
diets for prospective mothers with 
the reported result that there was 
a great gain in the health of the

child and the mother was pro­ 
tected from many conditions after 
the birth of the child had taken 
place. 
Obstetricians have been saying 
for some years that it is not neces­ 
sary to observe the old slogan th at 
the prospective mother must “eat 
for two.” This, however, applies 
more to the upper income groups 
where it is quite possible that the 
mother attem pting to increase the 
nutritional needs of the condition 
become* overweight, which may 
lead to permanent obesity. 
There is no doubt that preg­ 
nancy imposes certain extra nutri­ 
tional demands on the mother’s or­ 
ganism, but it appears from a 
number of careful studies that 
this applies to the quality rather 
than the quantity of food. 
In Philadelphia it was found 
that the mother* cf congenitally 
deformed children had marked de­ 
ficiencies in the way of protective 
food* in the dict. In a district in 
Maryland it was found that twenty 
per cent of prenatal cases showed 
anemia on a food intake of which 
the main articles were pork, white 
bread, potatoes, corn syrup and 
drfad beans. Milk, butter, eggs, 
green vegetables a ad fruit were 
notably absent from the diet. 
In prenatal cases studied in Bos­ 
ton it w\a noted that only one- 
fifth met the optimal requirement* 
for calcium and none had an es­ 
sential protein intake. This is 
largely due to ignorance because 
the recommenced diets of public 
health authorities can be supplied 
on a very moderate wage scale. 
Diet* of Expectant Mothers 
Dr. Philip F. Williams, of Phil*, 
dilphia, studied the diets of 514 
expectant mothers and judged that 
only IO could be termed good; 200, 
fair, and 295, poor. Most of these 
women were of a quite good eco­ 
nomic status. They were chosen 
fro m the prenatal clinics of the 
Jewish 
Hospital, 
Presbyterian 
Hospital 
and the Philadelphia 


General Hospital and a number 
were from the private practices of 
three Philadelphia obstetricians. 
The total caloric, starch and fa t 
intakes were unaffected by income. 
The intakes of vitamins A, B, C, 
etc., rose with the income. Protein, 
calcium and iron showed a alight 
rise with increased income. 
This is obviously a m atter of 
ignorance and poor aclection of 
food rather than economic status. 
The recommendations of various 
public health groups abow th at 
the prospective mother should 
have about the following diet 
figures; protein, 85 gram s; cal­ 
ories, 2,500; calcium, I Vi gram s; 
iron, from 15 to 20 milligram s; vi­ 
tamin A, 6,000 units; vitamin B, 
600 units; vitamin C, IOO u.iits; 
vitamin D, 400 to 800 units; vi­ 
tamin G, 2 Vi units. 
This simply means that the 
prospective mother, instead of fill­ 
ing up on starches and sweets, 
should stick to the gold-standard 
requirements of the National Re­ 
search Council and this means get­ 
ting a good daily supply of milk, 
butter, eggs, green vegetable*, 
fruit and meat. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
G. P .:—Does a gall bladder 
which has a stone in it and which 
is not functioning give gas? Would 
a diet help this condition or is an 
operation advisable? 
Answer: The kind of gall blad­ 
der you describe is very likely to 
cause gas and bloating, The die­ 
tary treatm ent of this condition 
consists of avoidance of fats. An 
operation is a satisfactory way to 
term inate the symptoms if they be­ 
come sufficiently troublesome to 
justify this measure. 


F. J. M.:-—Could you tell me 
whether or not tangerines are 
equal in vitamins to oranges. 
Answer: 
Tangerines have a 
ration of 700 units of vitamin C 
to oranges 760; tangerines have a 
ratio of 305 units of vitam in A to 
oranges 65; tangerines have a 
ratio of about 30 units of vitamin 
B 1 to oranges 26.

registered for

world war, but they flowed into 
the court room Saturday and Sun­ 
day with an eagerness which hint­ 
ed their determination 
to 
serve 
again in whatever task they might 
be called on to perform. 
Draft officials expressed a b e -1 
lief Monday that the total number 
registered during the three days 
would exceed the anticipated 2.000 
men by quite a number. 
Even i 
before the doors of the court room 
opened Saturday noon, a 
crowd 
stood outside 
to be among the 
first in the signup. 
From noon 
until 6 p. rn. Saturday, they came 
In almost a steady stream, regis­ 
trars reported. 
Total number re­ 
gistered Saturday was 831. 
Sunday Larger 
Sunday was 
even 
bigger for 
draft officials, 
with 988 being 
signed up before the registration 
closed at 6 p. rn. 
Total number registered during 
the fust two days was 1,819 and 
although tne 
rate at which the 
men were coming in Monday was 
slower than that of Saturday or 
Sunday, draft officials were con­ 
fident th it the number w’ould be 
over 2,000 before the registration 
cloaca at 9 p. rn. 
Generally the men were not fol­ 
lowing the scheduled outline plan­ 
ned by the draft board to distri­ 
bute the number 
of 
registrants 
over the three day period. 
Most 
of the men were coming whenever 
they found a convenient time. 
Those assisting the draft board 
with the registration are workers 
who volunteered their services for 
at least a part of the three days. 
There are approximately 40 de­ 
puty registrars in all. 
Not For Military 
Unlike 
previous 
registrations, 
most 
of 
the 
registrants 
were 
fathers and 
some 
were 
grand­ 
fathers. 
Under the selective serv­ 
ice act of 1910 they are not liable 
for military service and later they 
will be required to fill out occupa­ 
tional questionnaires, the purposes 
of whicn will be to seek out those 
whoB i occupations 
make 
them 
valuable to 
the wai a industrial 
production. 
Questionnaires probably will not 
be mailed to the new registrants 
for some time.

think Churchill exudes too much 
charm and they suspect Roosevelt 
is taken in by it. 
However, despite all that, they

Only they don’t want to be pam­ 
pered. 
They don’t want to be ca­ 
tered to. They don’t want to be 
told anything but the truth. 
And 
most of all they don't want to be 
called complacent.
